•armies of the Allies a-large strip of territory on 
which future battles, if there is to be any more 
fighting/ will be waged. This--protective glacis 
the-:Allies are- establishing on German soil ex- 
tencTs all along the River'Rhine from the Dutch 


" frontier to Switzerland. It has an average width 


of~Forty miles and is nearly 200 miles long- 
altogether about, 8000 square miles of German 
territory, if Alsace-Lorraine is included. 


•• But Alsace-Lorraine will no longer be under 
German sovereignty. The stolen provinces are to 
be-.evacuated before peace. So is Belgium. Dis- 
cussions at,the peace conference regarding these 
territories will be limited to the manner in which 
Germany shall make such restitution as may be 
possible. 


The army of the enemy is to be demobilized 


and;part of his navy is to be given up and the 
remainder put out of commission. His fighting 
power is broken. Tlhis was the object of the Allied 
armies. It is accomplished. 


The Versailles conference, in drawing up the 


armistice conditions, also insisted upon the abro 
gatiou of the Brest-Litovsk and 
Bucharesr 


treaties, by which Russia and Rumania were 
treacherously robbed. This clears away tho main 
technical obstacle to a peace agreement that wil 
mean justice to- these countries. Occupation o 
•Ihe^Rhine lands will give the Allies a pawn which 
wiTHinsure compliance with all the conditions of 
thfegoming peace agreement, including the pay 
ment of compensatory indemnities. 


'Thus the Allies have prepared well the way for 


a peace which will be a- fitting crown for their 
Bufferings of the four years of war and for the 
victorious achievements of their armies in the 
field during the last four months.

be difficult to get material and transportation 
"a'cilities to enable private shipbuilding in Amer- 
can yards. But there is no need to fear an early 
decrease in shipbuilding because of lack lof de- 
mand for ships. The Eastbay district, which 1ms

AN INSTRUMENT OP EVIL. 


As an event disconnected from Ally interests 


he dethronement of the German autocrat is the 
mighty fall of a political system. It marks the 
passing of inonarchial absolutism from civilized 
;bvernmen.t. The Russian autocratic bureaucracy, 
'ell eighteen months ago; the Bulgarian monarchs 
lave abdicated and the house of Hapsburg has 
.ost practically all its dominion. Now William 
II, emperor of Germany and king of Prussia, goes 
the way of useless and cast-off things. 


The egotism of William II was a highly de- 


veloped stage of megalomania. He was the fore- 
most and most blatant claimant,to the divine 
right of kings.' He boldly and frequency asserted 
a partnership with. God and to all appearances 
believed ki the validity of his claim. At one time 
lie said that, believing himself to be the instru- 
ment of God, he went his way attending not the 
changing views of the dajv One of his ambitions 
was to taake man throughout the world say "I 
am a citizen of Germany," a thought he caught 
from reading the history of the Roman empire 
when the proud boast was "Oivus Romanus cum." 


Now he stands a dethrone'd monarch and none 


so poor as to 'do him honor. His fate is less kind 
than that of Caesar. 


The crimes of William Hohenzollern against 


the world are very great, indeed; those he planned 
to commit were even more heinous, but it is 
difficult to say that they are more revolting than 
those which.'he has perpetrated against his own 
countrymen. 'What can be worse than to so 
poison the mind and soul of^a great nation of 
60,000,000 people until they become the hated out- 
casts of a civilized world? Yet this is what the 
German autocracy has done to the German 
people. 


Kttltur was the kaiser's instrument. It was the 


system under which the Germans repudiated jus- 
tice and honor, truth and righteousness. 


They came to believe the German was a super- 


man and the remainder of humanity destined to 
be his slave. They were taught to believe that 
might was right, that necessity knows no law and 
that in order to achieve German expansion sill 
peoples that, stood in their way might be anni- 
hilated. At the behest of the kaiser churches and 
schools, clergy and professors, joined; in com- 
pleting the debauch of the German people. The 
latter became as beasts; the law of the tiger and 
the wolf became the German law toward non- 
Germans. 


For this greatest of all crimes the former Ger- 


man kaiser is directly guilty. There was, as some 
in a mistaken sense of charity point out, a system 
around him which was partly responsible—the 
military marauders aspiring to master the world 
and the covetous masters of industries desiring 
the wealth of the world under their control. But 
if this be so the kaiser was a willing agent.
